The moot question “Who can 
walk how far and in what tim e?” 
has been settled to the entire sat­ 
isfaction of a RTO Up of residents of 
Dillsburg anil Franklintown. 
After considerable discussion as 
to the ability of a man to walk a 
certain distance in a given 
time, 
residents of the two tippe** York 
county towns posted a purse of 
$117.70 for the 
man who could 
walk from Dillsburg to Gettysburg 
arid return, a distance of 44 miles, 
in 12 hours or less. 
Makes Good Time 
Harrison Hursh, 40, of Franklin­ 
town, decided to make a try f »r 
the purse; so he started out from 
the borough limits of Dillsburg at, 
5:52 o’clock, Monday morning, re­ 
turning at 3*54 o’clock, Monday 
afternoon, an elapsed time of IO 
hours and two minutes. 
Mr. Hursh was followed by his 
son, Roy, and 
Richard 
Baish, of 
Dillsburg, each in an automobile, 
whose work was to see that the 
“hiker” traveled a-foot all the way, 
and to give aid if necessary. 
The 
news of the famous walk seemed to 
lusve been broadcast over the coun­ 
tryside, along the route, as many 
times along the way large crowds 
congregated to 
see 
Hursh. 
At 
York Springs, a large crowd gath­ 
ered and cheered the “hiker as he 
-maned through the town.

Another large audience greeted 
him when he reached Dillsburg on 
his return. 
Amid more cheers and 
with great ceremony, Auctioneer

of Dillsburg, 
with an American flag in one hand
